swou'd ic have lookt in Feremiah to have carried a 
‘Cup of Wine to the Kings ot che Earth, ashe is bid, 
‘chin. 29. aud can we imagine that the Princes of 
“Moab, Sec. wou'd have fuffer'd fuch a poor Man to 
fhave put Yokes on their Royal Necks, Chap. 27? 
kee. As to that of Hofea, tis a falfe Suggeftion, the 
ophet is not faidco marry, Chap. 3d. but to take un- 
to him a Harlot for many days, which might be war- 
raced by an immediate Command of God ; but where 
was the ridicule? Certainly “twas rather a matter of 
terror, to fee the Prophet beth by his words and 
ptions declare himfelf Typical of his Nations Divorce 
from the Favour of God, as tobe without a King, a 
Sacrifice, an Image, an Epbod, a Teraphbim, 8c. and be 
_ to, and dilpersd through the Idolatrous and 
feathenifh Nations, as it afterwards came upon ‘em. 
As for Feremys carryinga Cup of Wine to the Kings of 
the Earth, Ch. 25. “cis plainly exprefs'd vw. 30. 31, 32, 
33. what that Cin was, 2/7. a Prophefie of deftruéti- 
on, which is done witout looking fillily, as our Author 
\s for tue Princes of Afoab not. fuftzring 
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themlelves .ve Yokes putupon ‘em by a poor man, 
Chapier 27. ‘tis an erroneous fuggeftion, fince there's 
no need of it, for in Veiie 3. tis exprefly faid, 


‘And lend them (viz. Yokes ) to the King of Edom, 
8c. by the hand of the Mefjenzers, which come to Ferufalem 
unio Zelekiah King of Fudah; the Meflage to be fent 
ewith’em is alfo exprefled a little after: So that thefe 
‘three difficulties which are brought to ftrengthea the 
Authors Opinion about the Query, are infignificanr, 
and now to the Query it felf. We anfwer, That ’tis 
very probable that Feremiah went perfonally ‘to Ey- 
porazes, and thofe that are of a contrary Opinion,have 
Hnot well fearcht into the Maps of thofe Countries, for 
fit was not eighteen or twenty days Journey into an 
Enemies Land, but the boundary of the Tribe of Ru- 
ben; and though chat part of Euphrates fhou'd be here- 
by meant, which encompaffes Babylon, it was not fo 
very farchither, but that he might have time to come 
and go ; for "tis {aid, v. 6. that after many days the Lord 
bid him arife and go to Euphrates, and take the Girdle 
from thence : The meaning of the place then we taketo 
be this, That feru{dlem being to be carried Captive 
Into Babylon, where part of Euphrates was, the Jour- 
ney thither was exprefive of their being carried thi- 
ther; and the time of their Captivity there was well 
typified by the {poiling of the Girdle there, fince as the 
Girdle was fpoil’d there, fo the Captivity they were 
to undergo there, wou'd fpoil their Pride, and debafe 
_ the high efteem they had of themfelves. The words 
being exprefs as to matter of faét, muft be believ’d by 
us as fuch, “till there’s better Reafons to prove ita Vi- 
_ fionthan have ever yet been brought. 
— — Queft. 2. This Tear Berns both Good Fryday, and my 


Birth-day, Query, Whether I did ill to faft upon it ? 


Asfw. No: Our Church orders, chet if an Annval 
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Faft falls upon the Sunday, it fhall be removed to the 
Monday ; and if a Holy-day happen to fall on a Afor- 
day, the Eve which is a Faft for that time, is to be 
kept on_the preceding Saturday Night. ° Now this An- 
nual Faft not falling upon a Sunday, there’s no need 
of removing of it, fince the Celebration of a private 
Birth-day is more difpenfible, by how mutch the occa- 
fion and nature of the Commemorations is preterzble. 
In St. Cyprians time we read of fome Chriftian Church. 
es that obferv’d every Frydayas a Faft, upon the mi- 
{take of this Text, The day fhall come, in which the Bride- 
groom fhali be taken away from you, ( my Difciples ) and 
then fhall ye {aft in thofe days ; which as has been very 
well obfery’d fince, and reétified accordingly, That 
thofe days were the time in which the Apoftles were 
left to themfelves, and our Saviour was aicended, and 
not {tinted to a continued fucceflion of Frydays. There’s 
a certain Author yet, that pretends that, this is a pre- 
cept as plainto him for Frydays Fafts, as Thou fhalt be 
jujt and merciful: But ‘tis ftrange that ’tis fo plain to 
him, when no Body elfe can fee it; when the New Te- 
{tament is filent about it ; whenthe practice of the Apo- 
{tles, and the Primitive Church for. the firft two hun- 
dred Years never heard of it ; if it be ( according as 
he fays) coxvous with the Eftablifhment of our Reli- 
gion, we wou'd fain know his proofs, or defire to be 
excusd if we rejeét his Opinion, as having the varity 
of fingularity in it, without advancing fome new and 
better Reafons for his Singularity, than thofe which 
all Chriftian Churches have concluded infignificant. 

Queft.3. Hhether the Reformed Churches beyond Sea do not 
all make ufe of a Form of Prayer, or which of them does not ? 
and whether do they approve of the Liturgy of the Churchof 
England > 

Anjw. Dr, Durel has treated largely on this Subject, 
concluding in the Affirmative. The Lutherans through- 
out all Europe, make ufe of Forms of Prayer, and Cal- 
vins Liturgy is bound up in French Bibles. In the 
Harmony of Confeflions printed at Geneva, the XXXIX 
Articles of our Church always find a chief place. And 
indeed ’tis impofMible that any particular party fhou’d 
quarrel with our Licurgy,that don’t affront their own rea- 
fon, fince neither inor any of its decent Ceremonies are 
enjoyn’d as abfolutely neceflary, "tis adjudged even by 
thofe few Advertaries our Church has, that "tis more con- 
venient to ufe proper and pertinent Expreflions in our 
Prayers to God Almighty, according to the advice of 
St. Paul to Timothy, as allo of the Wife man, rather 
than any unhandfome rude utterance, which we fhou’d 
be afham’d to treat fome men with. Not that we 
are againft Extempore Prayer, where Men are quafi- 
fied for it; for ‘tis to be obferv’d, that though the 
firft Fathers of the Church imitated the Apoftles who 
were immediately infpir'd, yet fome of ’em unfit for 
fuch a task, did by their uncautious expreflions, give 
life to divifions; which to hinder for the future, fet 
Forms were made, which the Council of Carthage par- 
ticularly takes notice of in the 4th. Century.
